1 . Claims 2-4, 8 and 9 are allowed over prior art. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant 
has canceled previously rejected claims 1, 4-7 and 10-16. As indicated in the previous 
office action, claims 2, 3, 8 and 9 contain allowable subject matter.
